FIRE AND MOVEMENT 


ME through the last war the British Ariny 
| summed up its whole concept of attack in the 
one simple formula “Fire and Movement”. It applied equally 
to individual soldiers as to whole armies. The purpose of 
fire was to promote movement, and there was no point in 
initiating movement without the fire to go with 1. 


"Fire and movement" is no bad theme for Toc H, but first 
we might decide whether we are in fact a movement or an 
organisation. The question is not just academic; it is crucial. 
Are we an organisation, with the job of keeping the organisa- 
tion in a state of existence, or are we a movement, with the 
job of keeping the movement in a state of motion? Tubby 
and other early leaders have never been in any doubt that we 
were a movement and not an organisation. The principle, 
once accepted, must come to apply as much to the individual 
member, or the Branch, as to the whole society. Not to be in 
motion means to be no longer part of the movement. 


Consider membership. Some of us will remember, between 
the wars, the shock of learning that the average “life” of a 
Toc H member was seven years. To us it seemed dreadful 
that any member worth his salt should ever dream of leaving 
Toc H—sheer disloyalty, in fact! How organisational was 
our view! Against our narrow conception, though, was the 
breadth of vision of men like Pat Leonard, who saw Toc H 
as a kind of “university of character”, with men coming in at 
one end and more often than not going out at the other. What 
did it matter if they went out, so long as they went out, not 
as failures who had not profited from their experience, but 
as graduates who had learnt new purpose and direction? 
Today there are tens of thousands of Toc H “graduates” 
making a rich contribution to church life, to industry, to 
public life, to family life, and to society generally, because 
of things they learnt during their Toc H membership. They 
are men in motion because they were once part of a move- 
ment. 


Not all members leave Toc H. Some of us stay in it for 
life, for good reasons or bad. Some, thank God, stay on 
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uu Me. DN ЖҮ move. As the years go by they tend 
— jme known, most inaccurately, as the "old faithfuls", 
prar «old faithful" with his organisational, static view 
к a H. who stands in the way of faith in Toc H as a 
o ent. For him the unforgivable sin is for a man to 
leave ToS М. the great calamity is for a Branch to die; yet 
ironically the dead weight of a few old faithfuls is often 
enough to sink a Branch. Having no fire they lack move- 
ment, and their lack of contagion 1s the one contagious thing 
about them. As Herbert Leggate puts it brilliantly, they 
"Jove Toc H despairingly". These may be hard things to 
say, but the experience is common to movements of all kinds 
and it would be foolish to pretend that "it can't happen here". 
It does. 

The times are too serious, the purpose of Toc H too urgent, 
to allow us to indulge in a sentimental attitude towards mem- 
bership. A Toc H badge is a commission, not a consolation 
prize. In 1929 our then Patron said: "Do not let anyone 
think he can belong to Toc H for the asking. Try harder 
than ever to get the right mixture in your groups and Branches 
and not one sort only, however good that sort may be. You 
ought to be able to find a place in Toc H for every man who 
is fit and able to play the game. You are not passing recruits; 
you are picking a team." The onus lies with Branch Execu- 
lives who ought at least to satisfy themselves on two points 
before they admit any man into membership—"does he truly 
understand the nature of the movement he is joining?", and 
t is quud o: simply, the embodiment of the badge he 
hopes to bear?”. 

Many Branches, like many members, seem to discover the 
Secret of perpetual motion and so remain a moving part of 
the movement. Others, after years of brilliant service, may 
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existence? A true movement has more thoughts for extension 
than for extinction, and our attitude should be made to match. 
This does not imply a total neglect of existing Branches. 
Much can be done to help them discover their own recipe 
for freshness—literature, conferences, retreats, courses, pil- 
grimages and festivals, for instance. 


Sentimentality can spoil our right attitude to younger men. 
The anxiety of some Branches to have more “youth” in their 
ranks is only equalled by their inability to know what to do 
with any "youth" that should turn up. *Give youth its head" 
is fine advice, but sentimentality so often interprets this as 
meaning that “youth” should be put on the District Team or 
made into Branch Officers. Nothing is more sure to nip 
budding enthusiasm than to put it on committees. To give 
"youth" its head does not mean to sit it on its other end. 
The right place for the young and fighting fit is the front line 
where lie “jobmastery”, “extension”, “door-knocking” and all 
the adventurous side of Branch life. The committee work. 
the "lines of communication" duties, can surely be carried 
out by those of us who have grown a little thinner on top, a 
trifle thicker round the middle. It would be a queer kind of 
army that put all its young men in the office jobs and put all 
the elderly gentlemen into the front line! 


After all. age and length of service should not be treated 
as if they were a kind of handicap on committees or in office. 
Some of us, it is true, as the years pile up, would like to settle 
for a Toc H without teeth. Others of us, on the other hand, 
as year succeeds year and experience grows, find ourselves 
more and more catching our breath at the unfolding prospect 
of what may be ahead for Toc H to do. both at home and 
overseas. How much of that purpose will become plain. how 
much we shall set our hearts to. will depend not so much on 
overall planning as on the number of members everywhere 
who see Toc H as it truly is. a pilot venture in the art of 
living together as members of the Christian family. 


Nowadays we talk knowledgeably about the "sound barrier" 
and the "heat barrier". We are far less inclined to consider 
the “self barrier" which each one of us needs to break through 
before entering into a new kind of life in a new kind of 
world. The power and the penetration of Toc H depend on 
how many of its members everywhere are being helped to 
burst through that barrier, freed from the retarding effects of 
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i nd more embedded in the ranks of the frustrated. 
i rung m the answer has not been found within himself 
he will try to treat the problem as being one of getting the 
right methods, and so he will pin his hopes on such things 
as more and more publicity, on tinkering about with: the 
“machinery”, or on *Guest-nights" that have no guests. 


To aspire to the description "God's show" has never 
implied that we were claiming a unique distinction. One 
instinctively mistrusts the society that claims to be the 
answer, or the man who is held up to be the man, as though 
there were only one door into the Kingdom and but one 
string to God’s bow. Much more exciting is the truth that 
God has many answers and a use for all kinds of men. 
Toc H is quietly thankful that the past forty years have shown 
that we have been used to provide some of the answers to 
the problem of how men can live and work together in love, 
joy and peace in a sadly puzzled world.

The Family at Home 


We are too close to events to see them in true perspective 
as yet, but at least we can try to pick out of the many things 
that happened in 1956 those events which future generations 
of Toc H members may come to describe as “decisive”. Here 
are three quite unconnected items of Toc H history which 
may prove to be of the utmost consequence. 


First, the Power Conferences: During the year we held 
fifteen week-end conferences, bringing more than twelve 
hundred Branch members into close touch with members of 
the Central Executive and the Headquarters staff. It was an 
exhilarating experience which did much to build up a feeling 
of mutual confidence. It showed both the potential strength 
and the latent weakness of our situation. There was keenness 
and enthusiasm in plenty. There was new life there—at a 
rough estimate fifty per cent of those attending had joined 
Toc H since the war. The weakness was revealed in a good 
deal of ignorance about those fundamental characteristics 
which make Toc H different from any other society. Our 
training methods are not yet adequate to save our society 
from the dangers of "inspiration overtaken by ignorance". 
Something more needs to be done about training. 


Secondly, 1956 saw the recognition of the first joint men's 
and women's Branches in this country. Since 1954, when the 
Forward Committee called for further thought on the relation- 
ships between the Women's Association and Toc H there have 
been quiet experiments going on here and there to see if men 
and women together, "starting from scratch", can produce 
the same authentic expression of Toc H that men and women 
have demonstrated separately. These are early days and the 
stage is still an experimental one, but all that has happened 
so far gives good grounds for encouragement. 


Thirdly, 1956 saw the formation of the *Bordon Company". 
This grew from a small, spontaneous movement amongst a 
few Toc H laymen who felt that not enough was on hand to 
help the individual Toc H member to regulate his own 
spiritual life or to pray for the work and witness of Toc H 
throughout the world. The initia! response to the invitation 
to be linked with the Bordon Company has shown that it is 
meeting a real need amongst many members. Father Baker 
said that the unknown company of men and women who 
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lifted up the Church Ty d EPI may Well be that the

Now that the probationary period for groups has been raised 
from twelve to eighteen months this means that more 
“Branches-to-be” are “in the pipeline". This may partly 
account for the increase in the number of units at the group 
stage, but there are also signs of a growing interest in exten- 
sion in several Areas. 


'The Schools.—The number of affiliated schools again shows 
a slight increase. There are now 181, of which 94 are public 
schools and the majority of the remainder local secondary 
grammar schools. 


In January, 1956, a very useful conference in London was 
attended by some eighty people, including Headmasters, 
School Chaplains.and School Correspondents. In the Easter 
holidays another successful Schools Week for boys was held 
in London and had representatives from thirteen schools 
from as far afield as North Wales and Cornwall. 


Always our aim is to treat Schools work as part of the main 
stream of Toc H life, and not as a kind of private back-water.

With this end in view the Schools Secretary has been working 
with Wardens to make greater use of Marks as points of 
contact with senior boys from affiliated schools. As a result 
some of these boys spent part of their Christmas holidays in 
London Marks, occupying the beds of student-Marksmen on 
vacation. They joined in the life of the Marks for a few days 
and lent a hand in some of the jobs of service being under- 
taken by local Branches. This experiment could easily be 
taken up by Marks outside London and it is hoped that the 
practice will spread. 


The Schools Secretary has also spent a good deal of time 
visiting District Teams and Area Executives, stressing the 
need for Branches everywhere to be continually widening the 
circle of their friendship to include younger men. The schools 
affiliation scheme provides a valuable point of contact with 
school leavers and, before we increase our number of affilia- 
tions much more, we would do well to satisfy ourselves that 
the present ones are being used imaginatively and with a full 
sense of responsibility on the part of the Branches at the 
receiving end. 


It has been said by a leading educationalist that in this age 
education in human relationships is probably more important 
than any other kind of education. It is just here that Toc H 
has a special contribution to make, and a duty to make it 
effectively. 

The Marks.—The Marks continue to do a good job but the 
maintenance of the structure still presents a serious problem. 
Not one of our seventeen Marks was built in the present 
century and maintenance costs are inevitably heavy. During 
the year a special joint committee of the Central Houses 
Committee and the Properties Committee reported that, in 
view of the structural conditions and heavy costs of repair of 
Mark III (South Hackney, London) and Mark IV (Victoria 
Park, Manchester), it would be inadvisable to retain these 
buildings for more than another three years. With regard to 
Mark XXIV (Rodney Street, Liverpool), the Committee con- 
sidered that steps must be taken to raise the money necessary 
to save this historic house, the birthplace of William Ewart 
Gladstone. The Committee also recommended that the 
economic efficiency of some of the smaller Marks should be 
improved by building extensions. 


A good high average in the number of beds occupied has

amongst their ex-Marksmen. From this Epi some £100 
towards improvements In the House, as well as a renewal of 
many old friendships and interests. 

Our indebtedness to the diligence of Honorary Mark 
Wardens and Housekeepers is as great as ever. During the 
year eight Wardens moved away and it is a tribute to their 
leadership that in almost every case we were able to appoint 
successors at once from amongst the remaining Marksmen. 


The Central Houses Committee gratefully acknowledges a 
gift from an anonymous member of £1,000 towards Marks 
furnishings. The problem of maintaining a reasonable 
standard of furnishing is just as difficult as that of putting right 
structural defects. 


The Founder Padre.—In the autumn Tubby spent three 
months in America, visiting old friends and making new ones. 
The restoration of All Hallows is now near completion. The 
temporary partition between the old North Aisle and the 
newly built Nave was taken down in December, and we all 
look forward to the re-dedication of the Church on July 23

other. 


Toc Н Headquarters.—During the year the long-discussed 
move of Toc H Headquarters to Tower Hill has been further 
investigated. At the time of writing there are no definite pro- 
posals before us, but much patient negotiation with various 
authorities and other bodies has given us a reasonable hope 
that a move will be possible without any appreciable burden 
on the Toc H Family Purse. We owe much to the skilful 
researches of Sir Miles Clifford, Mr. Colin Thornton-Kemsley, 
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M.P., and Mr. F. W. Nunneley, the Hon. Secretary of Tower 
Hill Development Trust. 


The Women's Association.—The traditional close partner- 
ship with the Toc H Women's Association has continued 
throughout the year. The formation of joint Branches and 
groups, to which we referred earlier, has called for real mutual 
understanding. Any experiment in starting joint units needs 
to be wisely guided from the outset and this underlines the 
importance of having a capable Joint Advisory Committee 
of men and women members in every Area. 


The Stafi.—In January, 1957, Padre Hugh Sawbridge 
("Sawbones") resigned from his paid post, having reached the 
age of seventy, the last thirty-five years on the Toc H staff. 
Our gratitude for all he has done for Toc H is coupled with 
our pleasure that he intends to carry on serving Toc H as an 
Honorary Area Padre. 


In October Christopher Adams (East London Area 
Secretary) left the staff and in January, 1957, Padre Norman 
Motley (London Areas and formerly Chief Anglican Padre) 
left the staff on appointment to the living of St. Michael's, 
Cornhill, in the City of London. We are glad that he still 
intends to be of service to the Movement in an honorary way. 


In April the Central Council appointed Padre Jim Davies to 
be Administrative Padre in succession to Padre Herbert 
Leggate. We are grateful to Herbert for the strength and 
inspiration he has been ever since his appointment as 
Administrative Padre in 1940. Now, as Field Commissioner. 
he is opening up new training methods and is showing what 
a great deal of sound Toc H education can be achieved by 
the group discussion method. 

In the summer, Bob Purdy became West Midlands Area 
Secretary iu succession to Jack Shaw who became Manchester 
Area Secretary. Stuart Greenacre was severely ill in hospital 
for the latter half of 1956, but at the time of writing we 
rejoice at the good news of his steady progress at home. 

We welcome to the staff a new Padre, the Rev. David 
Harding (Baptist), who joined us in December. 

We express our thanks to all the Honorary Area and 
Divisional Correspondents who do so much to keep the lines 
of communication open. In particular we pay tribute to 
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F, E. Rogers, who handed over in November after nine years 
as HAC, Beds, & Herts, Area.

ications.—A welcome addition to the range of literature 
published ue been Talbot House to Tower Hill, an anthology 
of Tubby's writings from his undergraduate days onwards, 
compiled by the Rev. John Durham. This well-printed and 
finely-bound volume has earned widespread approval and 
has made accessible to members and friends of the Movement 
many fine things long laid-up in early copies of the Journal 


and elsewhere. 


A smaller publication, under the title The Case for Toc H, 


has been issued primarily as an appeal and information book- 
let designed to enlist help from people outside the Movement. 


The current Toc H Diary broke fresh ground with several 
new features, including pictures of our Royal Patron and the 
Founder Padre, while the 1956 series of three different Christ- 
mas Cards won general approval and the stock was quickly 
and completely sold out. 

Thanks to the untiring efforts of its Editor, New Forum has 
continued the good work of providing thought-provoking 
materia] for circulation throughout and beyond the Move- 
ment. While the number of regular subscribers has remained 
constant, a further increase would help to lighten the heavy 
costs of production, common to all printed matter today. 


‚ For years the Toc H Journal has fought a stubborn delay- 
Ing action against rising production costs. Increased revenue 
from advertising helped us for a long time to keep the price 
at the pre-war figure of sixpence, but this year we have been 
obliged at long last to raise the price to ninepence. We are 
glad to say that so far this has had no adverse effect on the 


circulation, which remains Steady round about sixteen thou- 
sand a month. 
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In carrying out the project for a film to introduce Toc H 
to strangers we are fortunate in having the co-operation of 
the Potters Bar Ciné Society. While much of the preliminary 
work has already been done—and it is surprising to the lay- 
man just how much of this is necessary—considerable time 
must still be allowed before the long-awaited date of ‘release’ 
for the Toc H film can be announced, 

A new Toc H film strip called Over There has recently 
been issued. This provides an excellent vista of Flanders in 
colour pictures of Bruges, Ypres, Poperinge and the Old 
House from outstanding photographs specially taken by Mr. 
Peter Bennett. By means of а tape-recording a spoken com- 
mentary by Barclay Baron is also available to go with this 
film strip. An attractive wall-card, drawing attention to the 
still-open door of Talbot House, Poperinge, has also been 
produced. Within the Old House itself, a photographic dis- 
play showing what the Movement is doing today has been 
placed on permanent exhibition. 


The Old House.— Talbot House in Poperinge was well used 
during last summer and several hundred members stayed 
there for varying periods of time. The influence of the House 
and the deep affection in which it is held by an increasing 
proportion of the membership were demonstrated by an 
enthusiastic reunion held at 42 Trinity Square in November 
and attended by over 250 people from all parts of the country. 
Yvonne De Rynck and Angéle and Sylvain Vandewalle- 
Suflys were present on this occasion and we were delighted to 
welcome them to this country. 


Toc H Builders.—The total number of Builders at October 
31, 1956, was 4,720. During the year 519 new names were 
added, including those earmarked for the Women's Associa- 
tion. In March, 1956, Sydney Swain joined the staff on a 
part-time basis, visiting Branches and encouraging efforts to 
recruit more Builders. He has proved that amongst former 
members of Toc H there is a largely untapped source of good- 
will and support. During seven months of his work Sydney 
personally succeeded in recruiting 129 Builders, 61 of them 
under Deed of Covenant. 

The Builders’ contribution to the Family Purse, including 
tax recovered on covenanted sums, was £9,549 (an increase of 
£753 over the previous year) which makes this the highest 
total yet recorded from Builders. Since the Builders’ scheme

The Services 


At the request of the Council of Voluntary Welfare Work. 
Lieut.-Colonel W. R. Elliot left in May to act as Chairman of 
the newly formed C.V.W.W. Committee in Cyprus. At that 
time it was hoped that a more permanent successor would be 
found within a few months, but in fact this hope was not 
realised and Colonel Elliot continued to act with great success 
in that capacity. We can ill spare him from the valuable 
work he does at Headquarters, and we look forward keenly 
to his return. Frank Coleman-Cross, the Warden of our Club 
in Nicosia, has been on leave and has spoken to the staff and 
to many Branches of the opportunities confronting Toc H in 
Cyprus. Several Toc H circles have been started there. 


The Clubs in Gibraltar and Wendover have continued as 
usual and the R.A.F. have again substantially contributed to 
the cost of maintaining the latter. 


The hospitality of the House at Scott's Road, Singapore, 
has been extended to many young Servicemen who value the 
friendliness of their welcome. 


Under the chairmanship of Commander Е. G. Wynne, 
the committee of Talbot House Club for Seafaring Boys, 
Southampton, has been most active in considering the 
future of the Club. Plans for modernising and extending 
the existing premises are now in hand, thanks to splendid 
gifts of £4,500 apiece from the King George's Fund for Sailors 
and the Merchant Navy Welfare Board. In addition to this 
capital grant the King George's Fund has also generously 
repeated its annual maintenance grant of £1,000. 


B.A.O.R.—The long-expected decision to stop the supply of 
Deutschmarks at a concessional rate of exchange took effect 
on September 1. Although the War Office has offered to meet 
a great deal of the extra cost which will fall on the voluntary 
organisations, the difference to be met by these organisa- 
tions from their own resources is still great and there 
is therefore bound to be considerable uncertainty as to the 
future of the Toc H Clubs in Germany. The fact that we are 
for the present faced with a financial problem should not 
cause us to overlook the remarkable tribute to the work of all 
the Voluntary Bodies which is implied in the War Office wish 
that it should continue undiminished. By the summer the

Padre Kenneth Oliver, a one-time member of the Toc H staff, 
has been welcomed eagerly by Toc H in Singapore, where 
he has taken up the appointment of A. C. G., Far East Land 
Forces. 


Australia.—The end of the year saw the resignation of 
Brigadier Fred Chilton from the office of Hon. Australian 
Commissioner, a post he has filled with great wisdom and 
devotion for six years. With our gratitude to him go our 
greetings to Dick Burgess of Adelaide, his successor, one who 
represents the new generation of Toc H leaders in Australia. 
Other leaders who have served Toc H Australia with utmost 
devotion for many years are also handing over their duties. 
John McCreery has resigned as Hon. Treasurer, and E. J. 


Putland, Hon. Editor of The Link, bas been succeeded by 
Arthur Codd.

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The Australian Festival held at Thornleigh, N.S.W., in 
February, 1956. was reported to be highly successful. In the 
same month George Lee and his wife arrived in Melbourne 
where George became Area Secretary, Victoria. 


New Zealand.—The annual meeting of the Dominion 
Council. held in Wellington in July, was outstandingly suc- 
cessful, not merely because of the record number present. but 
also because of the vitality displayed. While Sir Fred Bower- 
bank most fortunately continues to hold the office of President 
the chairmanship of the Executive has now been taken over 
by Eric Winkel. W. F. Alexander, who has edited the New 
Zealand magazine for ten years, retired at the end of 1956 
and Jack Davies of Wellington replaced him. There is a grow- 
ing feeling in New Zealand that a full-time staff man is 
required, and the finance forthcoming from a new scheme for 
the recruitment of "Associates" will help to bring this hope 
nearer to reality. 

Canada.— The Canadian situation remains much the same. 
In Toronto, Mark II continues to be the home of a lively 
group of young men, and it is evident that if the right 
Canadian staff man could be discovered he would get much 
practical support from the Mark. The basis of a staff fund 
was formed in 1954 by a bequest of $5,000 from Dr. Langton, 
the late Librarian of Toronto University and a great friend 
of Toc H. Tubby. Dr. Wasteneys (Hon. Commissioner for 
Eastern. Canada) and Kenneth Prideaux-Brune were for- 
tunately able to meet at Mark II for the observance of the 
World Chain of Light in December. 


India.—The work continues on the same scale, the unusual 
characteristic being the work among the village wings, of 
which much has been written in the Journal. Padre Harry 
Gordon Jones, who has been working with Toc H in this 
country, is now undergoing training by the Church Missionary 
Society, and hopes soon to leave England with his wife and 
family for South India. This is a fine instance of close under- 
standing between Toc H and the C.M.S. Padre Jones will go 
out as a C.M.S. missionary, but will be seconded for Toc H 
work for the first two years of his appointment.

South Africa.—For the first time for many years a National 
Rally was arranged in October and held at Bloemfontein. 
The Rally stimulated much enthusiasm and provoked some 
hard thinking about the future contribution of Toc H in South 
Africa. The racial tensions have inevitably been reflected 
within Toc H itself and from this country we continue to view 
with prayer and sympathy the efforts of our brothers there 
to face up to their problems in the spirit of Toc H. During 
the year Alec Churcher paid а private visit to South Africa 
and on his return he was able to help with some of our mis- 
conceptions and our over-simplifications. я 

The TB Settlement at Botha's НИ! continues its inspired 
Work of mercy, and during the year a new wing has been 
opened for children suffering from tubercular bone infection. 


In West Africa the original Lagos Branch in Nigeria (now 
the Lagos Island Branch) has had an off-shoot known as the 
Lagos Mainland Branch. We hope that this growth will be 
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symbolic of the spread of Toc H to other parts of Nigeria if. 
and only if, key men can be discovered, capable of leading 
others strongly but with tolerance, understanding and gentle- 
ness. 


The broad picture overseas is that in some places the Move- 
ment remains weakened by the external pressure of political 
circumstances or, perhaps, internally by practical and spiritual 
inertia. Where men individually will not rise above the trivial, 
collectively they can scarcely remain other than futile. Else- 
where it is vital and fearless : a movement to which men of 
personal calibre would be proud to belong. 


The Administrator's Tour.—In January, 1957, the Adminis- 
trator left for Australia, visiting Toc H in South India, 
Singapore, and New Zealand in the process. As the guest of 
Toc H in Australia, he attended the Festival at Hobart, 
Tasmania, in February and spent two months meeting the 
leaders of Toc H in the six States. 


Although far from uneventful, the year has been notable 
more for consolidation of positions and preparation for the 
next move than for any rapid advance. But there is growing 
and deepening confidence in the future and our ship, as she 
moves out into the "roaring forties”, is well found to weather 
any storms she may meet there.

In 1954 
a change in policy regarding the use of legacies was reported, 1955 
we went into as much detail as we could in trying to explain how 
our money was used each year (the picture for that year was much 
the same as it had been for some years previously and as it is пом): 
we also showed in diagram form how the Balance Shcet was made 
up and made the clear statement that the balance of unallocated 
money at 3151 October 1954 was sufficient to cover only eleven weeks’ 
expenditure. In 1956 we dealt in some detail with income and 
expenses and showed how the knowledge of service being done by 
Branches helped us in our appeals work. We also indicated policy 
regarding the future use of income from Toc H Development Appeals. 


We are often met with requests that every annual report to the 
membership should cover all these matters in detail. This would be 
wearisome in the extreme for those who read and remember. and 
more so for those who skim and forget; besides, we have a limited 
Space at our disposal. 


We are therefore pressing on again with the business of 
presenting the facts—the same old facts—in a new form in 
the hope that more and more understanding will dawn in 
minds not used to rows of figures. We have thought fit this 


year to base some of our comments in terms of weekly income 
and weekly expenditure.

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The increase in investment income results from the re- 
investment policy approved by the Central Council in 1955. 


Donations and special contributions were higher in 1955 
because we then received a single gift of £1,000 and the 
proceeds of the picture exhibition of £1,500; these two items 
have been offset to some extent by other income such as the 
proceeds of the Stock Exchange Play, £500 in 1955/56. 


The deficit of £9,526 is carried to Section II of the income 
and expenditure account in which appears income from 
legacies and Toc H Development Appeal. These together 
exceed the deficit by £2,834, but it must be remembered that 
the Toc H Development Appeal income is raised to finance 
new work and legacies might well be used to finance capital 
expenditure; here they are both being used to meet a deficit. 


Here is another bit of policy; all income from legacies in 
future will be credited to a legacies account and the Finance 
Committee will decide each year how much of this will be 
brought in to credit in Section II of the Income and Expendi- 
ture Account and how much earmarked for other purposes. 
During this year all but £1,000 has been brought to the credit 
of sein П, whilst the £1,000 has been earmarked for work 
in Bristol. 


Tbe Marks, considered as а whole, have taken successful 
steps to meet the increasing costs and the account shows a 
surplus of £430. 


STATEMENT OF FUNDS 


This is the Balance Sheet presented in a new form showing 
the investments. buildings and other assets and summarising 
the various aspects of our work for which these assets have 
been or are to be used. Comparative figures are given for the 
previous year. 


This method of presentation helps us to see more clearly 
the main changes from one year's end to the next. This time, 
for example. the one big change appears in the item “For 
Special Ригрозез”, which has increased by £13,253.

Toc H Services Fund. | 

We have continued our work in Germany, Cyprus, Gibral- 
tar, Singapore, Wendover and Southampton. We are faced 
with a serious financial position due to increased costs in 
Germany. The balance of the Services Fund at the end of 
the year was £22,356 and, at the present cost of our work, 
this will be spent within two years. It is quite impossible 
to continue work of this kind without sufficient capital funds 
to finance it. It is clear that the cost of this work will have 
to be curtailed this year unless adequate support is forth- 
coming from friends particularly concerned about the welfare 
of young men in the Forces.

T: OUTSTANDING GIFTS of Toc H Builders to the 
J Movement, recorded elsewhere in this Report, are 
the gratifying result of years of steady progress in enlisting 
the interest and support of these good and generous friends. 
How they are spread over the country is shown in the list 
printed on the next page which gives the number of Builders 
in each Toc H Area, the new enrolments during the year and 
the names of those whose support we have lost through 
death. or other causes. The West Midlands Area heads the 
list, followed at a distance by the Western Area, with Beds. 
and Herts. a close third and deserving a big hand for the 
greatest number of new names. 


The net gain of forty-seven names over last year is largely 
due to a new enthusiasm for recruiting in the Areas and 
especially among members of the Women's Association. А 
majority of Branches would own up to having no Builders at 
all; many others would only claim one or two.
